laid. 


This subject came in for consider- 


able discussion at the regular meet- 
Ing of the city commission Monday 
night and the matter was turned over 
to the city manager for an investiga- 
tion, to run lines and establish grades 
and make preparations for laying the 
walks. 
The old ordinance provides 


that where property owners do not 
lay the walks the work shall be done 
by the city and the cost assessed as 
a lien against the property.

this action is necessary the city at- 
torneys have been instructed to pre- 
pare what papers r,re nece-sary and 
take such steps as are required for 
an enforcement of the provisions of 
the city law. 


The intention of the city commis- 


sion is that the main pp.rt of the city

STEWART PULLS ONE 


ON COMMISSIONERS 


STAKES

The following account of the latest 


move in the controversy between I. A. 
Stewart as chairman of the board of 
«ounty commissioners and the other 
' members of the board over the bridge 
matter, is taken from the DeLand 
News of Wednesday: 


Judge Isaac A. Stewart, chairman of 


the board of Volusia county commis- 
sioners, pulled a good one on the 
county attorneys today. He filed a pe- 
tition for writ of quo warranto before 
Judge Wilson of Marianna, who is 
holding court in Seminole county, in 
the name of the attorney general, with 
reference to the Halifax River Bridge 
and Railway Company, 
the south 


bridge at Daytona. Judge Stewart was 
not in town this morning, but his son, 
Tiomac B. Stewart, sr.id the judge 
had gone to Sanford to file the petition 
before Judge Wiloon. 
Tom Stewart 


stated fjr.t his father h?.d received a 
letter from the attorney general this 
morning, stating that both petitions 
from Volucia county, one from Judge 
Stewart and the other from the county 
attorneys, had been presented to the 
supreme court by the attorney general 
but that the supreme court had refus- 
ed to entertain original jurisdictkn 
en the ground that the matter was not 
•of general state interest, and sug- 
gested that the petition he made to 
Judge Wilson. 


A. G. Hamlin, one of the county at- 


torneys, came into the Stewart office 
jvhile the reporter was there to en- 
quire E.S to the matter. Mr. Hamlin 
stated that he understood that the su- 
preme court had granted the writ of 
quo w.'.rranto :.sked by attorneys of 
the borjd through the attorney gen- 
eral. Mr. Hamlin stated that the at- 
torneys had filed petition for 
writ 


against the south and central bridges 
over the Halifax at Dr-ytonr.. He evi- 
dently knew nothing of the letter from 
the attorney general to Judge Stewart, 
and was in the dark as far as recent 
-occurrences in Tallahassee are con- 
cerned. 


It will be remembered that a special 


session of the board of county com- 
missioners was held a couple of weeks 
ago, and the matter taken out of the 


hanas of Judge Stewart, so far as the 
board was able to take it out. and 
placed in the hands of the regular i 
county attorneys.

WOMEN DIG OUT IRON ORE 


Dangerous Work Dene by F«mal«e in 


Africa, While Men Run Smelter* 


Above Ground. 


Not far from the Otl river ID Togo- 


land, Africa, there is a hill from which 
Iron Is mined by the natives. 
The 


miners live in the nearby town of Ban- 
jeli. 


This town, which is the center of 


the iron industry of the district, Is far 
different In appearance from any iron 
town we in this country ever saw. It 
is nothing more than a little collection j 
of huts. 


These huts are not made of wood. 


They are constructed in the "beehive" 
form familiar to African travelera 
They are circular at the base, much 
like tabs, up to the height of a man's 
head, then they run together—like the 
tops of circular tents—at a goodly 
height 


The Iron ore, as we have said. Is 


mined from the neighboring hill. The 
mine Is about 1,600 feet up the hill- 
side. There is no machinery to take 
out the ore. 
It is "grubbed out" with 


a curious kind of hoe-shaped tool, and 
these hoes are worked, not by men, but 
by women. 


Into the dirty, dangerous shafts the 


women miners go at dawn and work 
until darkness comes. With them they 
sometimes take their babies, because 
there is no place to leave them. 


The work is hard and hazardous. 


The shafts are not shored with scien- 
tific care. 
Sometime? ». shaft falls 


In and the workers in that shaft are 
crushed. 
The native owners take all 


the precautions they know how to 
take, but these are very few. 


Persistent inquiry reveals the fact 


that the women do not work In the 
mines from choice to win high pay. 
They are slaves, at least they were 
slaves, very recently, and nothing has 
come to dur attention since to prove 
them otherwise. 
But the eager In- 


quirer is carefully Informed they are 
only "partly slaves." 
That IB, the 


women are "signed on" for a period 
of years, not a lifetime. 


Presided over by the owner, a fairly 


well educated native chief, the mines 
of Banjeli turn out the ore. 
The 


smelters In the village—ran by men—

The name of Philadelphia is so close- 


'ly connected with Independence day 
(that any mention of the latter recalls 
|ihe great part played by the city in the 


I signing of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and the large number of his- 


- Jtorlcal buildings and relics that at- 


1 tract visitors to the city not only from 
kvery part of the United States but 
'from many other countries as well. 


i 
The chief mecca of the patriotic vlst- 


itor to Philadelphia is Independence 
'i>all in which is contained that great 
j«hrlne of American Independence—the 
"liberty bell. The land on which this 
building stands was purchased in 1730. 
The structure, erected us a State house 
'for the old colony of Pennsylvania, 
.-was glow in building, the first portion 
to be finished being "Independence 
'hall," a room 89 by 40 feet and almost 
20 feet high. 
The next part of the 


building completed was the Judicial 
•chamber, of the game size as Inde- 
pendence hall, and separated from It 
'hy three arches. 


After the Revolution the wooden 


steeple was declared dangerous and 
! taken down. Later the wings were 
altered to provide more office room for 
the county commissioners, and other 
•changes very much altered the orig- 
1 inal appearance of the structure. The 
•entire property was purchased by the 
•city of Philadelphia in 1818, and ev- 
«ry effort made to restore it to its or- 
iginal lines. The spirit of the old arcbi- 
'tects and builders has been respected 
'and today, as in Colonial days, the 
State house typifies the refined sim- 
plicity and sincerity which has left 
'it a precious legacy. 


Saw First Congress, 


In Carpenters' hall the first Conti- 


nental congress convened Sept 5,1774, 
-continuing In session until October 26. 
The second Continental congress also 
convened in this same hall, May 10, 
1775, but later moved to the old State 
house where the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was adopted. 


In Independence hall Gen. George 


Washington took the oath as com- 
mander of the Continental army. June 
16, 1775. 
Three years later the Ar- 


ticles of Confederation were signed In 
this same room, and in 1787 the Consti- 
tution of the United States « as adopt- 
«d and signed. 
The old building in 


•which George Washington and John 
Adams took the oath of office as Pre<si- 
delfe*^ the United States stands be- 
'slde Independence hall, but much ai- 


i tered from the original structure. 


The old Liberty bell, which rang out 


ithe glad tidings thnt the Continental 
congress had dared to sign the Declara- 
'tlon 
of 
Independence, is 
known 


' throughout the world. It was cast ir 


I England especially for the State house, 
and imported In 1752. 
While on the 


way it became cracked, and was recast 


I In Philadelphia. The quotation, "Pro- 
'claim liberty throughout the land, to 
'the inhabitants thereof," inscribed on 
the bell at that time, seems prophetic. 
The bell was hung April 17, 1753. 


Figured in Much History. 


Two years later it rang a warning 


to George III that the assembly refused 
to make lawsi by dictation of the 
crown, and In 1763, muffled, the bell 
"tolled" the arrival of the hated 
stamps. 
"Muffled and tolled" it rans 


all day Ion;; when the stamp art vvaa 
put in operation. 
It called the flrst 


Continental congress together; It pro- 
claimed the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence; its glad peals announced the 
•victory of Trenton and the surrender 
of Cornwallis; it proclaimed the treaty 
of peace; it tolled out the grief of the 
nation at the death of George Wash- 


But Philadelphia was doomed to fall 


into the hands of the enemy, and Al- 
exander Hamilton advised congress to 
pack and get out. On September 18 
that body made a hasty adjournment, 
to meet again at Lancaster, sixty-eight

he died; its solemn peals announced 
the death of John Adams and Thomas 
Jefferson, and its last message to the 
world was the death of Chief Justice 
John Marshall m 18S5.

How Bell Was Saved 


When Howe Advanced 


on the Quaker City.

On September 11, 1TT7, a warm, 


(bright day, the people of Philadelphia 
'stood around In the streets listening to 
'the faint sounds, of cannon firing down 
,on Brandywlne creek, about twenty-

luader Washington and the British, 
commanded by General Howe. 


And the Phlladelphians listened to 


i the booming of the distant guns with 
passionately divided feelings. 


There were many Tories living In 


the city who were devoted to the Brit- 
ish cause and hoped that Howe might 
triumph. 


There were also many devout Quak- 


ers in those listening crowds who con- 
scientiously abhorred war—ultra paci- 
fists who thought that toe Americans 
had no business to fight even in de- 
fense of their liberties.

It was not a matter of mere senti- 


ment. The bell was comparatively new 
then, and there were few sacred mem- 
ories clinging around it.

In fact, con- 
gress regarded the bells as Just so 
much metal which the British might 
break up and cast Into cannon.

The house of burgesses of Virginia 


of which Patrick Henry w as a member 
went into a committee of the whole 
on May 29,1765, to consider the Stamp 
act, seven resolutions were Introduced 
on that occasion, which brought forth 
a "bloody" debate. Five were passed. 


Moses Colt Tyler in his life of Hen- 


ry, writing of the orator's defense of 
the resolution says, "Reaching the cli- 
max of a passage of fearful invective 
on the injustice and the impolicy of the 
Stamp act, he said in tones of thrilling 
solemnity, 'Caesar had his Brutus; 
Charles tie First, his Cromwell, and 
George the Third (Treason,' shouted 
the speaker. 'Treason,' 'treason,' rose 
from all sides of the room. The or- 
ator paused in stately defiance till 
these rude exclamations were ended, 
and then, rearing himself with a look 
and bearing of still prouder and fiercer 
determination, he so closed the sen- 
tence as to baffle his accusers, with- 
out in the least flinching from his own 
position,)—and George the Third may 
profit by their example 
If tins be 


treason, make the most oE it.'" 


He was elected from Virginia, to be 


a member of the first Continental con- 
gress, which met in Philadelphia in 
September, 1774. This meeting brought 
him into national prominence. Silas 
Deane of Connecticut wrote to his wife 
about Henry, "He is a lawyer and the 
complete;^ speaker I have ever heard." 


It is not generally known that in 


the first organization of the Revolu- 
tionary army in Virginia, the chief 
command was given to Patrick Henry. 
However, he saw no action because 
the committee of safety made It easy 
for him to resign. t 


He was an Inspiring and prominent 


member of the second Continental con- 
gress. In the "Declaration of Rights" 
passed by the Virginia convention in 
June 12, 1775, it Is interesting to note 
that the declarations having to do with 
political and religious rights were 
drafted by Patrick Henry. This con- 
vention drew up a constitution and 
elected Henry governor. 


As governor a second time he had 


the opportunity to prove his undying 
loyalty to Qen. Washington when some 
few people plotted against the supreme 
wmaiander as head of the afmies.

The Declaration of Independence 


had its place in the regular order of 
business of the Continental congress 
on July 4, 1778. and it ga\e way to 
other matters of far less importance, 
which evidently were considered with 
extreme calmness. 


For instance, Secretary Thomson 


abruptly begins his record of July 4, 
3776, with a resolution regarding a 
supply of flints for the New York 
troops; also requesting Maryland and 
Delaware to rush their 
respective 


forces for the fljing camp. 


Then "agreeably to the order of the 


day"—see how parliamentary the pro- 
ceedings—"the congress resolved Itself 
into a committee of the whole to take 
into their further consideration the 
Declaration." 


After some time consumed in the 


deliberation of the various features 
of the document President Hancock 
resumed the chair and Chairman Ben- 
jamin Harrison of Virginia (the great- 
grandfather of the President of the 


United Stales of the «ame name) re- 
ported au agreement upon a "Declara- 
tion" whu-h the committee had in- 
structed him to report to the congress. 


"The Declaration, being read," says 


Secretary Thomson, "uas agreed to 
as follows." Thereupon follows a copy 
of the historic document, and at the 
end thereof are appended the names 
of tile signers. 


After ordering the Declaration to 


he circulated throughout the colonies 
the congress considered the matter of 
hiring a lessel—for privateering pur- 
poses possibly—and a committee was 
appointed to attend to the business. 


Then came a letter from Gen. Wash- 


ington, a measure to consider the safe- 
ty of Philadelphia, some more instruc- 
tions regarding flints, the election of 
Indian commissioners for the "middle 
department"—New York and Pennsyl- 
vania principally—and Dr. Franklin 
and other delegates \\ere instructed 
to inform successful candidates of 
their election.

Relic of Great British Monarch 


Found at Rouen. 


The Nation's 


Intact, Though Shrunk in Dimensions, 


i 
When Discovered in Vault of Fa- 


mous French Cathedral. 


The reported discovery of a coffin 


containing the heart of Robert Bruce 
at Melrose abbey reminds the Man- 
chester Guardian that the "lion heart" 
•f King Hichard I was not discovered 


r 
in Rouen cathedral until Queen Vic- 
toria's reign. 


In 18S8 some antiquaries obtained 


permission from the archbishop of 
Rouen to search for Richard's heart, 
•which tradition stated was near the 
high altar. Their excavations revealed 
a recumbent figure of Richard, in good 
preservation, with, the exception of 
the nose, hands and feet, which appa- 
rently had been broken so as to flat- 
ten the effigy when the present pave- 
ment was laid over It. 


Their next find was a leaden case 


inscribed "Richard Coeur de Lion, Due 
de. Normandie, Koi d'Angleterre.1 


A hole had been made in the lid- 


probably by robbers, for it is said that 
the leaden case was originally inclosed 
in a silver casket and that some coins 
•were placed therein. 


The heart, which was enveloped 


green taffeta, proved to be intact, 
though shrunk in its dimensions. Af- 
ter sojourning for a time in the arch- 
bishop's palace the heart was trans- 
ferred to the Rouen Museum of An- 
tiquities, where it has been kept ever 
since. 


Blchard's other remains are many 


miles from Rouen—at Fontevrault ab- 
bey, where they lay, as he directed 
at his father's feet. Napoleon III once 
promised to hand over to Britain the 
Plantagenet relics, but they have no' 
reached England. 


In 1866, when Lord Derby becamt 


premier for the third time, he re- 
minded the emperor of his pledge, bu 
to no effect. 


~ ' 
"If you insist on the fulfillment o 


my promise," said Napoleon, "the rel 
ics shall be transferred to England 
but I hope you will release me. The 
people of Fontevrault raised such 
storm of protest when I announced m 
intention of removing them that 
thought better of it." 


Fontevrault abbey now serves as a 


convict prison, but visitors are ad 
mitted to the vaults, which contain re 
cumbent effigies—dressed in their roy 
al robes—of Henry n and Queen Elea 
nor, their son Klchard, and Isabe 
widow of King John. These were hid 
den away by some monks during th 
Reign of Terror, when the Plantagene 
tjsnbs w»re desecrated.

Ing under command of Washington. In 
man-power those figures represent vir- 
tually all that France contributed, and 
if the force looks small in comparison 
to the numbers that this country seat 
to France In the World war let the rel- 
ative ft rces engaged and the other cir- 
cumstances be considered. 


If the 9,000 French soldiers and sail- 


ors were on hand in 1783 to help in 
giving the knockout blow, only French 
money and munitions had enabled the 
Americans to keep the struggle going 
from 1776 to that time. After the war 
our government officially stated that 
the loans and supplies received from 
France during the Revolution amounted 
to 53,000,000 francs. That was a far 
larger gum than the figures indicate to- 
day, but It does not include the many 
millions that the Frencu ting gave 
from his private purse.

laration of our duties. We fear lest 
someone wrong us, but as we grow 
wiser we fear lest we wrong some- 
one. 


Set Forth Truths 


Jefferson did not need to create the 


Declaration. He had but to express 
the sentiments which were common to 
the mass of freedom-loving men. - In 
after years, when enemies declared 
that the authorship of the Declaration 
oC Independence displayed a lack of 
originality and that every Idea In It 
•was "hackneyed" and was to be found 
in half a dozen earlier publications, 
Jefferson replied with perfect wisdom 
and fairness, "I did not consider It as 
any part of my charge to invent new 
ideas altogether and to offer no senti- 
ment which had been expressed be- 
fore." 


It Is this fact that has led some his- 


torians to allege that Thomas Paine 
may have had a hand In the writing 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
for without doubt there were expressed 
In some of his previous writings ideas 
ol liberty and Justice that of necessity 
animated many of the sentiments em- 
bodied In the document as written by 
Jefferson. But there seems to be no 
adequate foundation for the truth of 


the statement that Paine had any di- 
rect hand In its framing. 


Jefferson set forth In precise terms 


the reason for the colonies' withdrawal 
from British rule, in the classic with 
which every schoolboy is familiar. 
The original draft In his handwriting 
is now in the State department ar- 
chives at Washington. It shows trifling 
alterations, interlined IB the handwrit- 
ing of Franklin and Adams; other- 
wise it came before congress precisely 
as Jefferson wrote It 


Jefferson's own account of the draft- 


ing of the Declaration bears out this 
opinion. According to his statement, 
when the committee came together he 
was pressed by his colleagues to un- 
dertake the draft; that he did so; that 
when he prepared it he submitted It to 
Dr. Franklin and Mr. Adams, separate- 
ly, requesting their corrections, "which 
were two or three «uly, interlined In 
their own handwritings;" that the re- 
port in this shape was adopted by the 
committee and a i "fair copy," written 
out by Jefferson, was then read.

GIVES TOLLS FIGURES 


New York, June 27, 1921. 


Editor New Smyrna News: 


The New Smyrna Bridge was organ- 


ized "August. 1891. I am sending its 
tolls received during a period of 8 
years to show that had the County 
taken the Bridge ffter it had been in 
existence ten years, they would have 
taken a burden which the tax payers 
would have had to carry. Later years' 
earnings will show the same story. 
Let me remind you that the State, 
City or County Commissioners have 
no authority to give a license for build- 
ing a Bridge across a Navigable 
stream. This permission can be given 
only by the United States Govern- 
ment. 
While the Bridge Co. was 


formed in 1891, it would have died in 
1893 if Washington E. Connor had not 
loaned It that year $3,000 and kept the 
company going by repeated loans. The 
Bridge Co. books show that Feby. 28ft, 
1S05, 
Mr. Washington E. Connor had 


loaned 
$23,104.38 and by 1914 his 


loans amounted to over $52,000 for | 
which he obtained a legal judgment 
and formed the present company.

To the casual visitor IB Sofia, or,

mother to daughter through 


many generations. This fact is evi- 
dent if one is privileged to examine 
the curious coins that make up the 
head-dress—some are of ancient dy- 
nasties, while the others are exam- 
ples of the coinage of all the world. 


The fashion is certainly a conven- 


ient one, for suitors and prospective 
mothers-in-law can thus tell without 
embarrassing 
inquiries the market 


value of an unmarried woman. 
If a 


man likes the face of a girl all he 
has to do is to catch a glimpse of 
her back to know whether or not it 
would be "wise" to seek her hand In 
marriage. 


It is odd, however, that so much 


importance should be attached to these 
dowries by the Bulgarians, for the 
coins are rarely if ever spent. 
When 


a girl marries, she takes her dowry 
from her hair* and hides it away. 
From time to time she adds to the 
dowry the coins she is able to hoard, 
in the expectation of dividing her 
dowry into adequate dowries for each 
of her daughters.—Temple Manning 
In Cleveland Plain Dealer.

REAKFAST in most homes is a 


gloomy meal, and yet unless some 


fearful disaster Impends or has al- 
ready fallen, clieerf ul countenance and 
pleasant good mornings are far more 
natural than the blues. 


So the mistress of the house must 


frown down bad morning manners, 
Just as she must insist upon tie polite 
"Ercuse me" when anybody wishes to 
leave the table before the meal 'is 
over. 
She must see that the maid

At breakfast and luncheon a larje 


tray is generally set 'for the mis- 
tress of the house, from which she 
serves the tea and coffee. 
Fruit is 


served before the meat, and in order 
that the napkins may not be rained 
with the stains finger bowls are then 
obligatory. Boiled eggs are served In 
egg cups and not in a glass as in the 
old messy manner, and it is proper to 
eat them directly from the shell. As 
every housewife knows eggs have a 
way of discoloring silver spoons and 
there is no reason why they should 
not be eaten with the small bone 
spoons that come especially for that 
purpose. 


It is now taken for granted that 


the persons gathered around the break- 
fast table have none too much time 
to spend; therefore more leniency Is 
permitted In manners perhaps than 
at dinner which is the leisurely meal 
of the day. For instance, If one per- 
son does not care for fruit, it is not 
discourteous for him to proceed to 
cereal or eggs or whatever his break- 
fast consists of. 
Moreover there is

but that the supreme court had refus- 
ed to entertain original jurisdictkn 
en the ground that the matter was not 
•of general state interest, and sug- 
gested that the petition be made to

WOMEN DIG OUT IRON ORE 


Danoerous Work Done by Female* In 


Africa, While Men Run Smelten 


Above Ground. 


Not far from the Oti river ID Togo- 


tend, Africa, there is a hill from which 
Iron Is mined by the natives. 
The 


miners live in the nearby town of Ban- 
jeli. 


This town, which is the center of 


the iron industry of the district, Is far 
different In appearance from any iron 
town we in this country ever saw. It 
is nothing more than a little collection 
of huts. 


These huts are not made of wood. 


They are constructed in the "beehive' 
form familiar to African travelers. 
They are circular at the base, much 
like tubs, up to the height of a man's 
head, then they run together—like the 
tops of circular tents—at a goodly 
height 


The iron ore, as we have said, is 


mined from the neighboring hill. The 
mine Is about 1,600 feet up the hill- 
side. There is no machinery to take 
cut the ore. 
It Is "grubbed out" with 


a curious kind of hoe-shaped tool, and 
these hoes are worked, not by men, but 
by women. 


Into the dirty, dangerous shafts the 


women miners go at dawn and work 
until darkness comes. With them they 
sometimes take their babies, because 
there is no place to leave them. 


The work is hard and hazardous. 


The shafts are not shored with scien- 
tific care. 
Sometime? ». shaft falls 


In and the workers in that shaft are 
crushed. 
The native owners take all 


the precautions they know how to 
take, but these are very few. 


Persistent inquiry reveals the fact 


that the women do not work In the 
mines from choice to win high pay. 
They are slaves, at least they were

How Bell Was Saved 


When Howe Advanced 


on the Quaker City. 


By Dr. Howard 8. Taylor. 


On September 11, 1TT7, a warm, 


(bright day, the people of Philadelphia 
, stood around In the streets listening to 
|the faint sounds of cannon firing down 
,on Brandywlne creek, about twenty- 
Iflve miles away. 


They knew that a great battle was 


[going oo between the American army 
under Washington and the British, 
commanded by General Howe. 


And the Phlladelphians listened to 


the booming of the distant guns with 
passionately divided feelings. 


There were many Tories living In 


.the city who were devoted to the Brit- 
ish cause and hoped that Howe might 
triumph. 


There were also many devout Quak- 


ers in those listening crowds who con- 
scientiously abhorred war—ultra paci- 
fists who thought that the Americans 
had no business to fight even in de- 
fense of their liberties. 


But a large part of the population 


of Philadelphia were patriots who had 
gotten the Declaration of Independence 
Into their hearts at its first proclama- 
tlpn two months previously, and were 
praying 
for 
Washington 
and his 


'"ragged Continentals." 


Sad News for Patriots. 


The noise of battle commenced about 


10 o'clock in the forenoon, but by night- 
fall the sounds ceased, and a few 
hours afterward the Phlladelphians 
learned that the Americans had met 
with heavy losses, had been defeated 
and were retreating before a well- 
'equipped army of invasion which out- 
numbered the patriot forces about two 
to one. 


Washington managed to reconcen- 


trate his troops and slowly fell back 
on 
Philadelphia—skirmishing 
when- 


ever opportunity offered. 


Congress determined to save the bell 


if possible I 


It was not a matter of mere senti- 


ment. The bell was comparatively new 
then, and there were few sacred mem- 
ories clinging around it. The resolu- 
tion of congress included some church 
bells In the city also. In fact, con- 
gress regarded the bells as Just so 
much metal which the British might 
break up and cast Into cannon. 


Got to Allentown Safely. 


So the bells were ordered to retreat 


to a place of safety at Allentown, fif- 
ty miles away, and the executive com- 
mittee of congress was charged with 
the duty of supervising the job. 


Fifty miles over the winding dirt 


roads those days wag a long, long way! 
The Liberty bell weighed 2,080 pounds, 
and It may well be supposed that the 
trip was- made as quickly as possible.

A VERY OLD PjJINT OF THE INDEPENDENCE SQUARE 


The house of burgesses of Virginia 


of which Patrick Henry was a member 
went into a committee of the whole 
on May 29,1765, to consider the Stamp 
act, seven resolutions were Introduced 
on that occasion, which brought forth 
a "bloody" debate. Five were passed. 


Moses Colt Tyler in his life of Hen- 


ry, writing of the orator's defense of 
the resolution says, "Reaching the cli- 
max of a passage of fearful invective 
on the injustice and the impolicy of the 
Stamp act, he said in tones of thrilling 
solemnity, 'Caesar had his Bnitus; 
Charles the First, his Cromwell; aad 
George the Third (Treason,' shouted 
the speaker. 'Treason,' 'treason,' roje 
from all sides of the room. The or- 
ator paused in stately defiance till 
these rude exclamations were ended, 
and then, rearing himself with a look 
and bearing of still prouder and fiercer 
determination, he so closed the sen- 
tence as to baffle his accusers, with- 
out In the least flinching from his own 
position,)—and George the Third may 
profit by their example. If tins be 
treason, make the most of it.'" 


He was elected from Virginia, to be 


a member of the first Continental con- 
gress, which met In Philadelphia In 
September, 1774. This meeting brought 
him Into national prominence. 
Silas 


Deane of Connecticut wrote to his wife 
about Henry, "He is a lawyer and the 
completes^ speaker I have ever heard." 


It is not generally known that in 


the first organization of the Revolu- 
tionary army In Virginia, the chief 
command was given to Patrick Henry. 
However, he saw no action because 
the committee of safety made It easy 
for him to resign. 


He was an Inspiring and prominent 


member of the second Continental con- 
gress. In the "Declaration of Rights" 
passed by the Virginia convention In 
June 12, 1775, it is interesting to note 
that the declarations having to do with 
political and religious rights were 
drafted by Patrick Henry. This con- 
vention drew up a constitution and 
elected Henry governor. 


As governor a second time he had 


the opportunity to prove his undying 
loyalty to Qen. Washington when some 
few people plotted against the supreme 
wmaiander as head of the armies.

In Regular Order 


The Declaration of Independence 


had its place in the regular order of 
business of the Continental congress 
on July 4, 1776. and it ga\e way to 
other matters of far less importance, 
which evidently were considered witb 
extreme calmness. 


For instance, Secretary Thomson 


abruptly begins his record of July 4, 
377G, with a resolution regarding a 
supply of flints for the Xew York 
troops; also requesting Maryland and 
Delaware to rush their 
respective 


forces for the fljing camp. 


Then "agreeably to the order of the 


day"—see how parliamentary the pro- 
ceedings—"the congress resolved itself 
into a committee of tiie whole to take 
into their further consideration the 
Declaration." 


After some time consumed in the 


deliberation of the various features 
of the document President Hancock 
resumed the chair and Chairman Ben- 
jamin Hnrrison of Virginia (the great- 
grandfather of the President of the 


United Suites of the same name) re- 
ported an agreement upon a "Declara- 
tion" which the committee hud in- 
structed him to report to the congress. 


"The Declaration, being read," says 


Secretary Thomson, "was agreed to 
as follows." Thereupon follows a copy 
of the hisioric document, and at the 
end thereof are appended the names 
of the signers. 


After ordering the Declaration to 


he circulated throughout the colonies 
the congress considered the matter of 
hiring a "vessel—for prhjtreering pur- 
poses possibly—and a committee was 
appointed to attend to the business. 


Then came a letter from Gen. Wash- 


ington, a measure to consider the safe- 
ty of Philadelphia, some more instruc- 
tions regarding flints, the election of 
Indian commissioners for the "middle 
department"—New York and Pennsyl- 
vania principally—and Dr. Franklin 
and other delegates were instructed 
to inform successful candidates of 
their election.

Found at Rouen.

Intact, Though Shrunk in Dimensions, 


i 
When Discovered in Vault of Fa- 


mous French Cathedral. 


The reported discovery of » coffin 


containing the heart of Robert Bruce 
*t Melrose abbey reminds the Man- 
chester Guardian that the "lion heart" 
•f King Hichard I was not discovered 
in Rouen cathedral until Queen Vic- 
toria's reign. 


In 1838 some antiquaries obtained 


permission from the archbishop of 
Rouen to search for Richard's heart, 
•which tradition stated was near the 
high altar. Their excavations revealed 
a recumbent figure of Richard, in good 
preservation, with the exception of 
the nose, hands and feet, which appa- 
rently had been broken so as to flat- 
ten the effigy when the present pave- 
ment was laid over It. 


Their next find was a leaden case 


Inscribed "Richard Coeur de Lion, Due 
de. Normandie, Roi d'Angleterre." 


A hole had been made in the lid- 


probably by robbers, for It is said that 
the leaden case was originally inclosed 
In a silver casket and that some coins 
•were placed therein. 


The heart, which was enveloped in 


green taffeta, proved to be intact, 
though shrunk in its dimensions. Af- 
ter sojourning for a time in the arch- 
bishop's palace the heart was trans- 
ferred to the Rouen Museum of An- 
tiquities, where it has been kept ever 
since. 


Richard's other remains are many 


miles from Rouen—at Fontevrauit ab- 
bey, where they lay, as he directed, 
at his father's feet. Napoleon III once 
promised to hand over to Britahi the 
Plantagenet relics, but they have not 
reached England. 


In 1866, when Lord Derby became 


premier for the third time, he re- 
minded the emperor of his pledge, but 
to no effect. 


"If you insist on the fulfillment of 


my promise," said Napoleon, "the rel- 
ics shall be transferred to England, 
but I hope you will release me. The 
people of Fontevrauit raised such a 
storm of protest when I announced my 
intention of removing them that I 
thought better of it." 


Fontevrauit abbey now serves as a 


convict prison, but visitors are ad- 
mitted to the vaults, which contain re- 
cumbent effigies—dressed in their roy- 
al robes—of Henry n and Queen Elea- 
nor, their son Richard, and Isabel, 
widow of King John. These were hid- 
den away by some monks during the 
Heign of Terror, when the Plantagenet 
tpmbs were desecrated. 


r_™«tr vThe royal effigies are admirable ex- 


amples of medieval workmanship.

The Nation's 
.-Debt 
to-Fi 


The phrase "our debt to France" 


means' far more than most of us think 
when we use it, says the Boston Her- 
ald. Our histories have touched on 
the matter in such genf»nl terms, or 
So Inadequately if they mentioned de- 
tails, that few Americans realize the 
nature or the extent of the help that 
France extended in our struggle for 
independence. Now that we ha\ e final- 
ly squared that account in such splen- 
did fashion it Is desirable to know 
more of the early items. Just what 
did France do? 


To begin at the end, rather than at 


the beginning, the force that compelled 
the surrender of CornwaUIs at York- 
town consisted of 7,000 Americans, 
6,000 French soldiers under Rocham- 
beau and 3,000 sailors landed from the 
French fleet, the whole 16,000 men be- 


Lafayette in 1777. 


Ing under command of Washington. In 
man-power those figures represent vir- 
tually all that France contributed, and 
if the force looks small m comparison 
to the numbers that this country sent 
to France In the World war let the rel- 
ative ff rces engaged and the other cir- 
cumstances be considered. 


If the 9,000 French soldiers and sail- 


ors were on hand in 1783 to help in 
giving the knockout blow, only French 
money and munitions had enabled the 
Americans to keep the struggle going 
from 1776 to that time. After the war 
our government officially stated that 
the loans and supplies received from 
France during the Revolution amounted 
to 53,000,000 francs. That was a far 
larger sum than the figures indicate to- 
day, but It does not include the many 
millions that the French king gave 
from his private purse. 


How little most of us know of Beau- 


marehals! The glamor of the chival- 
rous Lafayette has perhaps obscured 
the fame of the other. 
Yet the col- 


House at southwest corner of Duke 


and St. Asaph streets, Alexandria, Va., 
in which Lafayette was entertained 
during his visit to America, In 1824. 


onles would have made hut a pitiful 
showing indeed had It not been for 
the dozen shiploads nf war supplies 
that he sent parly in the struggle, 
muskets and ammunition for 25,000 
men, 200 brass cannon, clothing, boots, 
etc. AH that was at his own e\[>ense, 
and he even fitted out a ship of war to 
act as convoy for his supply ships. He 
did it all because the new world strug- 
gle for freedom appealed to the ro- 
mantic nature of the man who ro«e 
from a humble watch maker to great 
wealth and power. His only reward 
was a letter of thanks from our con i 
gress, but after his death, when his 
family was In poverty, congress sent 
It $160,000—a sum, in tie estimation 
of Hamilton, less than one-seventh of 
what was due. 


The country has put so much stress 


on the help of Lafayette, a major gen 
eral In our army before he was twenty, 
and who gave his wealth as freely as 
he did himself, that the other items 
have had too little prominence. Not 
h It to be forgotten tliat Holland's 
loan of 10,000,000 francs at a particular- 
ly critical time was on the personal 
endorsement of the king of France. 
And if it Is to be considered that 
what the French government did offl 
daily wti« largely Inspired by jealousy 
of England, it \vas nevertheless pure 
friepdihlp for America and its cause 
that ed Liifiiyrtte and Benumarchals 
and tl."ir o^oclnfr''" to contribute the 
help that couutc-d mo&L.

Sir George Owens Thurston, naval 
director of Vickers, Limited, gives fig- 
ures to show that a submarine of 5,400 
tons, having a surface speed of 30 
knots, could mount an armament of 
only one 5.3-inch and one 3-inch gun.

beautiful and valuable woods has 
made necessary the substitution of oth- 
er and cheaper kinds. Thus hardly 
any furniture nowadays is made of 
solid mahogany, and Inferior materi- 
als have very generally taken the 
place of the disappearing "cabinet 
woods." 


Indeed, hi^h-grade lumber of any 


kind is now ao costly as to prohibit 
its common use as the solid body of 
furniture. 
Manufacturers are resort- 


ing more and more to the use of ve- 
nters. Articles of furniture, ranging 
from tables to phonograph cases, have 
skeletons of cheap wood covered with 
a thin skin of high quality stuff. 


The skin is usually not more than 


one-twentieth of an inch thick. 
A 


thousand board feet of lumber will 
produce 10,000 square feet of veneer. 
Thus a great economy is obtained, and j 
the furniture produced by this meth- 
od Is as pretty to look at as if it 
were what it purports to be. 


Why W« Should Be Fat. 


A liberal allowance of fat Is needful 


for perfecting the shape of the body. 
Pat gives form and roundness to the 
body. Fat is needed to help maintain 
and regulate the body heat. Fat peo- 
ple do not feel uncomfortable from 
the chilling blasts of winter as do 
their less favored lean and lank broth- 
ers. Fat acts as a reserve substance 
which the body can draw upon for 
nutrition in case of emergency, too. 
If one is inclined to grumble about his 
weight let him think what it would 
mean to him to be deprived of his use- 
ful protective covering of fat. De- 
terioration in health usually results 
when there is a marked loss of fat 
from the body.

Jefferson did not need to create the 


Declaration. He had bnt to express 
the sentiments which were common to 
the mass of freedom-loving men. - In 
after years, when enemies declared 
that the authorship of the Declaration 
of Independence displayed a lack of 
originality and that every idea In It 
•was "hackneyed" and was to be found 
in half a dozen earlier publications, 
Jefferson replied with perfect wisdom 
and fairness, "I did not consider it as 
any part of my charge to invent new 
Ideas altogether and to offer no senti- 
ment which had been expressed be- 
fore." 


It is this fact that has led some his- 


torians to allege that Thomas Paine 
may have had a hand in the writing 
of the Declaration of Independence, 
for without doubt there were expressed 
In some of his previous writings Ideas 
ol liberty and justice that of necessity 
animated many of the sentiments em- 
bodied In the document as written by 
Jefferson. But there eeems to be no 
adequate foundation for the truth of 


the statement that Paine had any di- 
rect hand In Its framing. 


Jefferson set forth In precise terms 


the reason for the colonies' withdrawal 
from British rule, in the classic with 
which every schoolboy is familiar. 
The original draft In his handwriting 
Is now In the State department ar- 
chives at Washington. It shows trifling 
alterations, interlined In the handwrit- 
ing of Franklin and Adams; other- 
wise It came before congress precisely 
as Jefferson wrote it 


Jefferson's own account of the draft- 


ing of the Declaration bears out this 
opinion. According to his statement, 
when the committee came together he 
was pressed by his colleagues to un- 
dertake the draft; that he did so; that 
when he prepared It he submitted It to 
Dr. Franklin and Mr. Adams, separate- 
ly, requesting their corrections, "which 
were two or three uuly, interlined in 
their own handwritings;" that the re- 
port in this shape was adopted by the 
committee and a p "fair copy," written 
out by Jefferson, was then read.

its neighbors in the past—but some 
of the most interesting have Lheir 
origin in the paths of peace. 


To the casual visitor IB Sofia, or, 


indeed, in any of the Bulgarian towns, 
one of the most striking sights of the 
streets are the women with their 
great masses of hair. At first view 
it seems that no other women in the 
world are endowed with so much 
hair as are these, sometimes very 
pretty women of Bulgaria. But when 
one looks closer at the head-dresses 
—for most of the women go about 
bareheaded—the amazing discovery is 
made; that the perfect network of 
hair sometimes covering a woman's 
entire back In elaborate plaits is Dot 
tter own, but is goat's hair, in which 
fee entwined sitTer and gold coins.. 


Inquiry reveals the strange .reason 


tor these odd appendages of goat's 
hair and money, as not so much for 
decorative purposes as for. diplomat- 
ic display. 
You see, every woman 


wears attached to the false hair as 
many coins as she can secure. Some 
of these are undoubtedly handed down 
from 
mother to daughter through 


many generations. This fact is evi- 
dent if one is privileged to examine 
the curious coins that make up the 
head-dress—some are of ancient dy- 
nasties, while the others are exam- 
ples of the coinage of all the world. 


The fashion is certainly a conven- 


ient one, for suitors and prospective 
mothers-in-law can thus tell without 
embarrassing 
inquiries the market 


value of an unmarried woman. 
If a 


man likes the face of a girl all he 
has to do is to catch a glimpse of 
her back to know whether or not it 
would be "wise" to seek her hand In 
marriage. 


It is odd, however, that so much 


importance should be attached to these 
dowries by the Bulgarians, for the 
coins are rarely if ever spent. 
When 


a girl marries, she takes her dowry 
from her hair* and hides it away. 
From time to time she adds to the 
dowry the coins she is able to hoard, 
in the expectation of dividing her 
dowry into adequate dowries for each 
of her daughters.—Temple Manning 
In Cleveland Plain Dealer.

leave the table before the meal 'is 
over. 
She must see that the maid 


wears a1 clean apron while serving 
ana that she goes about h^r duties 
Quietly, and all this must be done be- 
forehand, as It la not in the polite- 
nesses to correct the servant at table. 
Beading the newspapers at breakfast 
time Is a distinct breach of manners, 
although the break is allowed In many 
homes. "If you please," and "ne,v I 
thank you," are phrases polite persons 
accord any member of the family 
when asked" to have somethlfig 'or 
other, and the same civility Is re- 
quired when dealing with a servant.0 


At breakfast and luncheon a larje 


tray is generally set 'for the mis- 
tress of the house, from which she 
serves the tea and coffee. 
Fruit is 


served before the meat, and in order 
that the napkins may not be rained 
with the stains finger bowls are then 
obligatory. Boiled eggs are served In 
egg cups and not in a glass as in the 
old messy manner, and it is proper to 
eat them directly from the shell. As 
every housewife knows eggs have a 
way of discoloring silver spoons and 
there is no reason why they should 
not be eaten with the small bone 
spoons that come especially for that 
purpose. 


It is now taken for granted that 


the persons gathered around the break- 
fast table have none too much time 
to spend; therefore more leniency Is 
permitted In manners perhaps than 
at dinner which is the leisurely meal 
of the day. For instance, If one per- 
son does not care for fruit, it is not 
discourteous for him to proceed to 
cereal or eggs or whatever his break- 
fast consists of. 
Moreover there is 


no reason why we should make an 
effort toward uniformity In break- 
fasts and if one member wishes to 
omit any one or more dishes he need 
make no effort to overcome his prej- 
udice, whereas we do try to take 
the courses as they come-at dinner.
